DENTON-WISE SOIL CONSERVATION DISTRICT NEWS 
SOIL CONSERVATION PAYS DIVIDENDS $$ 
A t'th e start of a new year most of us take inventory of what 
we have and we make plans for the coming season. Successful 
m anufacturers are always on the alert for new methods which 
will step up production or lower the cost of producing an arti­ 
cle. This is also tile time for farmers and lunchers to plan for 
the coming year and to think of the future. Are present farming 
methods letting the land produce all it is capable of producing 
over a long period of time? Or, is it time to start using a few 
new practices in the way of managing cropland and grassland? 
Using conservation methods of farming and ranching has 
enabled many local landowners to step up production on their 
land. The cost of producing each pound of beef, or milk or 
grain has been lowered, where the soil was improved by soil 
building legumes, leaving crop residue on the land, turning 
under cover crops, protecting sloping fields with terraces and 
diversions, or by proper management and re-seed*ng of grass­ 
land. 
Now is a good time to start such Important practices as seed­ 
bed preparation for grass planting— where grass is to be either 
seeded or sodded for terrace outlet protection. If done now, Hie 
soil will have time to settle and store up moisture before plant­ 
ing time.
